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“DEEPLY REGRET GREAT 
TEACHER’S PASSING” 


These are the words that 8 
placed upon the spray of flowers sent 
for Rev. L. W. Sisk by the school board 
of the International Preparatory In- 
stitute. They are the words that will 
be reiterated throughout the Church 
of God. 

Brother Sisk was never one to re- 
count his own life’s tales; that’ re- 
mains to be done by those who knew 
him best and who were most closely 
connected with him in his work. His 
ministry carried him through the east, 
northeast, northwest, and, finally, to 
the southwest sections of the United 
States. He was an evangelist, pastor, 
author, and Bible teacher. He has 
filled the place as Bible teacher at 
several state camp meetings during 
recent years, having cancelled one this 
summer because of illness. Yet, 
through sheer determination to work 
to the end, he missed not one of his 
classes in the Texas youth school 


“ which closed the day before his final 


one here on earth. He died at the 
home. of Brother and Sister Edgar 
Darter in Electra, Texas, July 19, 1952. 

Many former students of Northwest 
Bible School will remember him for 
his sound instruction and wise coun- 
sel, while many from the Interna- 
tional Preparatory Institute, where he 
spent his last five years, will remem- 
ber and reteach his theological views. 
A Mexican graduate in May said, “I 
regret having to leave I.P.I. because 
I may never see Brother Sisk again.” 
Brother Sisk was author of many re- 
ligious articles, of a book entitled 
“Entire Sanctification” and another 
which we trust will some day be pub- 
lished—on the great Pentecostal doc- 
trines. 

Rev. Sisk was nearing the age of 
57. Very early in life he dedicated 
himself to the ministry, and, in spite 
of a deficient educational background, 
he studied at Holmes Bible College 
and Dukes University, and was grad- 
uated from Emmanuel College, Scof- 
field Doctrinal Course of Moody Bible 
Institute, and the Ministerial School 
of Emory University. At the mission- 
ary school in San Antonio he was head 
of the Religious Education. Depart- 
ment, and these are the words (from 
a letter written to Brother Hargrave 
on July 8) which assure us that he 
was preparing for an even greater 
teaching ministry this year: “If you 
need me earlier than I plan to be back, 
let me know and I will come to your 
assistance to help you in any way my 
ability will afford. Please pray for 
me in the work and for my physical 
health for I hope to be stalwart for 
the next term and do a good job at 
I. P.I. I am glad that the prospects 
are looking good.”

We miss him on the 
campus where he was respected and 
loved by all.

THE CHRIST OF THE OPEN 
TOMB

But now is Christ risen, 1 Cor. 15:20. 


I had the privilege of showing a 
religious film entitled “THE KING OF 
KINGS” to the local congregation of 
around five hundred people recently 
and my heart was filled with gratitude 
for the Christ of the open tomb. I saw 
visualized on the screen a portrayal 
of the life, death, resurrection, and 
ascension of the greatest Man God’s 
creation has had the privilege of re- 
cording their footprints, an eternal 
purpose made manifest in the life of 
Jesus of Nazareth. As the film de- 
picted, His life on earth was a thrill- 
ing record of goodness—goodness 
shining through every feature, good- 
ness suggesting every thought, good- 
ness ennobling every action, goodness 
clothing every utterance. Irreproach- 
able was this Man, Jesus, in His life. 
He went about doing good, healing 
all that were oppressed of the devil, 
for God was with Him. Mighty was 
Christ as a miracle-worker. Marvelous 
were His teachings. “Never man spake 
like this man,” John 7:46. 

But all these—His life, His teaching, 
His example, His miracles—would 
have availed nothing for our salva- 
tion had they not been consummated 
in the cross. He died, and such a hide- 
ous death for anyone to die! The in- 
nocent, Christ was given a mock trial, 
scourged, crowned with thorns, nailed 
to a cross, and buried in a borrowed 
tomb. But thanks be unto God who 
giveth us the victory through our Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ. He arose 
the third day from the dark domain 
and He LIVES FOREVER with His 
saints to REIGN! HALLELUJAH! Our 
text reads, “But now is Christ risen.” 
Yes, loved ones, Christ lives today. I 
pray that God will reveal His Son to 
you as the resurrected Christ. 

Dr. A. J. Gordon said, “I think I 
hear terrible Captain Sepulchre and 
his standard-bearer, Corruption, talk- 
ing over the situation on the night 
Jesus was buried. Corruption says to 
Sepulchre, ‘Hold fast that Man in 
Joseph’s tomb yonder! There is a ru- 
mor that He proposes to break forth 


from the grave; do not let Him go 
until I can fasten upon Him!’...Then 
hell from beneath cries out, ‘Hold fas 
that Man. If He comes out, He wi 

make a breach in the walls of death 
through which all the prisoners of 
Hades will escape!’ And he that hath 
the power of death, even the devil, 
exclaims in fright, ‘If thou let this 
Man go, thou are not Satan’s friend!’ 
But vain the seal, and vain the watch, 
and vain the grip of death, and vain 
the doors of the tomb! As it began to 
dawn on the first day of the week, 
there began to be a mighty stir in 
the sepulchre. Terrible Captain Sepul- 
chre tightened his grip, but in vain. 
‘It was not possible tnat He should 
be holden of death.’ He arose! He 
lives!. Forevermore He lives!” 

The resurrection is the hope of 
Christianity. “If Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain.” The proof of Chris- 
tianity is this, “He is not here: for he 
is risen.” Jesus’ voice echoes down the 
corridors of time, “I am he that liveth, 
and was dead; and, behold, I am alive 
sor evermore; and have the keys of 
death and the grave.” Christ tri- 
umphed over death. You that are dead 
in trespasses and sin can be trans- 
formed by the power of His RESUR-

Victory over the Things That 

Weaken 

“God is our refuge and strength” 
(v. 1). There are many things that 
tend to weaken us even after we are 
saved. Old sins will bother us, and old 
habits will assert. themselves. Discour- 
agements, fears, doubts will come our 
way. Satan will do his best to get us 
gloomy and depressed. Nothing is so 
bothersome as lack of assurance con- 
cerning God’s forgiveness and the 
cleansing power of the shed blood 
of Christ. All these things weaken us 
and obstruct our progress. God has 
made provision for victory over the 
things that weaken. He has provided 
us strength and victory in Christ 
Jesus. He has given us the assurance 
of His Word and upon these we can 
rely. Is anyone who reads these lines 
weary of striving against the weaken- 
ing things? Have you tried and failed? 
Listen! God is our strength! There is 
victory over the things that weaken. 
In Christ Jesus are inexhaustible sup- 
plies of strength. “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me” (Phil. 4:13). Paul said that, but 
he did not say it for himself alone; e 
he said it for every Christian believer 
who will appropriate Christ’s inex- 
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haustible and available power. “I can 
**through Christ.” Any soul distressed 
. the weakening things can say that. 

e have no right to be weak when 
we have such a mighty Saviour, whose 
resources of infinite streng are 
available to us. We need to look to 
Christ the Author and Finisher of our 
faith. There is strength in the very 
looking to Him. God is our strength 
in Christ Jesus. 

Victory over the Things That 

Trouble. 

Does trouble trouble you? He is “a 
very present help in trouble” (v. 1). 
He is a “present help” in that He is 
right at hand. He is acceptable to us. 
His wisdom is infinite. His power is 
all-sufficient. His promises meet every 
emergency. His faithfulness is an im- 
movable foundation. He is the Friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother. 
He is touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities. Lack of space forbids our 
telling what Christ is to His people as 
the “present help.” He is our Mediator 
(1 Tim. 2:5), Advocate (1 John 2:1), 
Bread of Life (John 6:35), Counselor 
(Isa. 9:6), Everlasting Father (Isa. 
9:6), High Priest (Heb. 4:14), Horn of 
Salvation (Luke 1:69), Life (John 
14:6), Passover (1 Cor. 5:7), Saviour 
(Luke 2:11), Author and Finisher of 
our faith (Heb. 12:2), Author of our 
peace (Eph. 2:14), Consolation (Rom. 
15:5), our Strength, Fortress and Ref- 
uge (Jer. 16:19). Let us exult in what 
Christ is to us as the “present help in 
trouble.” Tennyson was once asked to 
tell what he thought of Christ. He 
stopped a moment, caught a rose in 
his fingers, shook out its beauty, 
caught its fragrance, and then said, 
“What the sun is to that rose Jesus 
Christ is that to my soul.” He is our 
victory! He is everything to us! God 
in Christ Jesus gives us victory over 
the things that trouble! 

Victory over the Things That 
Frighten 

In verses 2-5 we read of frightening 
things, of social disturbances, of the 
downfall of kingdoms, of seismic dis- 
turbances, and of the judgments of 
God in the earth. In the face of all 
things, we need not fear (v. 2). These 
words almost describe the conditions 
of the world today. Yet, in the face of 
present conditions, we need not be 
frightened. Though perilous times are 
upon us; though tragedy is stalking 
through the world; though men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear; 
though the high places of the earth 
are thrown down; though there is war, 
revolution, Bolshevism, turmoil and 
turbulency everywhere; though na- 
tional leaders throw out God, sup- 
press, oppress, and persecute Chris- 
tians; though evil and wickedness 
seem to be in the ascendency; though 
society be moved from its founda- 
tions; we will not be frightened; we 
will not fear—‘God is-our refuge.” 

The secret of this fearlessness is 
told in verses 4, 5. ‘“‘There is a river.” 
That river is God. His streams make 
glad our hearts. “God is in the midst 
of her” (vy. 5). In the midst.of all 
these destructive forces, God com- 
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municated His love, His grace, His 
peace, His power unto His people. 


THE LILY OF THE VALLEYS... 
HE IS RISEN 
By E. C. THOMAS 


“I am the rose of Sharon and the 
fs of the valleys,” Solomon’s Song 


“And he saith unto them, Be not 
affrighted: Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was crucified: he is risen; he 
is not here: behold the place where 
they laid him,’ Mark 16:6. 

A most beautiful time of the year is 
approaching and most people are pre- 
paring for LY day has 
varied meanings.’ To some it is a day 
on which to have a parade of styles 
and fashions; to others it is merely 
a day to have an cee hunt with the 
children; while to others it is a day 
of colored eggs, Easter bunnies, baby 
chicks, assorted candies, and beautiful 
colors. In the Church of England 
Easter was a day of paying certain 
dues to the parochial clergy by the 
parishioners as a compensation for 
personal tithes or the tithe of per- 
sonal labor. However, there is more 
outstanding meaning...To the Chris- 
tian Church it is a day to commemo- 
rate the resurrection of the “Lily of 
the Valleys,” the Christ of Calvary. 

I can well remember the time when, 
as a boy, I would roam the woods 
about Easter time and behold the 
beautiful lilies which grew in the 
meadows. We called them the Easter 
lily. In Solomon’s Song our Lord is 
pleased to compare Himself with the 
“Rose of Sharon, and the lily of the 
valleys.” I think He condescends very 
much in this comparison. Imagine, He 
who is the Son of the Most High, the 
bright and Morning Star, in order to 
express His presence with His people, 
the easiness of their access to Him, 
and the beauty and sweetness which 
they find in Him, calls Himself the 
Lily of the Valleys. It is believed by 
some that the best roses grew in 
Sharon, and that they were beautiful. 
This denotes that salvation is a com- 
mon salvation. Whosoever will may 
come and gather all the privileges 
and comforts that grow in the cove- 
nant of grace. He is not fenced in, 
but all may come and receive His ben- 
efits. Then we see Him as a lily for 
whiteness, and a sweetness which 
can be found only in Him. Christ is 
a Lily of the Valleys (the low places), 
which denotes humility and exposure 
to injury. In fact, we read in Isa. 
53:2-5, “For he shall grow up before 
him as a tender plant, and as a root 
out of a dry ground: he hath no form 
nor comeliness; and when we shall 
see him, there is no beauty that we 
should desire him. He is despised and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief: and we 
hid as it were our faces from him; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him 
not. Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted. But he was wounded for 





our trangressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed.” 

us, we focus our thought to the 
“Old Rugged Cross.” We see the “Lily 
of the Valleys” beaten, smitten, 
bruised, humiliated, forsaken, hanged 
between two thieves, and crying aloud, 
“It is finished.” Yet, the echo of the 
Cross portrays the vividness of the 
Lily in its PURITY, BEAUTY, AND 
FRAGRANCE. - 

We turn to find a dejected, dis- 
couraged, frightened, and bewildered 
group of disciples. All they could see 
was the Christ, whom they had fol- 
lowed, trusted, loved, obeyed, and 
thought would set up a kingdom of 
— dying a disgraceful death. All 

opes were shattered. The crowds 
mocked and scorned. The followers of 
Christ were despairing in a lost cause. 

Amid this cloudy, gloomy time, I see 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the moth- 
er of James and Salome, as they 
bought sweet spices that they might 
come and anoint Jesus. Lo, when they 
reached the tomb, it was empty of the 
Christ. They stood looking from one to 
the other, disappointed, astonished, 
and bewildered, saying, “Where is he? 
What have they done with Him?” 
Then the angel of the Lord spoke, as- 
suring them, “He is not here; HE IS 
RISEN. Go tell the disciples He is 
risen.” 

To substantiate what the angel said, 
read John 20 about where the disciples 
were gathered behind closed doors be- 
cause they were afraid of the Jews. The 
Lord stood in their midst and saith, 
“Peace be unto you.” He showed them 
His hands and side. The disciples took 
courage. What a wonderful time of re- 
joicing! Their Saviour was not dead, 
but alive forevermore! Thomas, not 
being there, did not believe the Lord 
had risen. Thomas’ words were, “Ex- 
cept I shall see in his hands the print 
of the nails, and put my finger into 
the print of the nails, and thrust my 
hand into his side, I will not believe.” 
However, eight days later the disciples 
were again together and Thomas was 
with them, and the Lord came to them. 
He entered the room and the door 
was shut.

Last year the gamblers in America 
did a 22-billion-dollar business, adding 
immeasurably to the steadily rising 
wave of lawlessness and crime now 
engulfing the nation. Organized gam- 
bling has discovered a weakness which 
exists in all mortal flesh, and they are 
out to cash in on it. Humans have an 
insane and persistent yen to gamble. 
It is an unborn something that has 
accompanied mankind from the be- 
ginning and has plagued his life and 
jeopardized his destiny. Gaudy cheat- 
ing instruments in dim-lighted ca- 
sinos, widely-scattered smoke-filled 
bookie offices, even the more benign 
mediums of bingo, punchboards and 
raffles are but outward symptoms of 
a “heart that is deceitful above all 


things .. .” Gambling deceives, hood- 
winks, robs, and destroys! Yet we 
gamble on! 


The Bible has much to say about 
gambling and gamblers. I am not re- 
ferring primarily to the kind that 
went on at the foot of a cross that 
day when men set up their table of 
chance on the hallowed ground of 
Calvary and threw lots for the gar- 
ments of the suffering Messiah. There 
is another form, more insidious and 
dangerous. In it mortal life and im- 
mortal soul are pawns, and heaven 
and hell are the stakes! 

Concerning the origin of gambling 
we know little, save that it is older 
than the human race. We are told that 
a radiant angel, Lucifer, the son of 
wisdom and perfect in beauty, gam- 
bled for the throne of the universe 
upon the holy mountain of God in the 
dim distant past. Today that impov- 
erished seraph is called Satan and 
marks time in the prison house of 
darkness awaiting final incarceration 
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in an eternal hell. So always, gam- 
bling leads to misery and despair. 

In human history gambling is inter- 
woven with the initiation chapter. 
Adam, the first formed man, took a 
terrific chance on a soft and lenient 
God. His gambling paid off in coun- 
terfeit. When he left the weird sha- 
dow of the devil’s gambling hall, he 
found he had forfeited his estate, his 
life, and his soul. 

Adam set an example from which 
his children have seldom deviated. He 
spawned a breed of gamblers who 
have infested every chapter of history 
and invaded all nations. Lot gambled 
from atop Mount Bethel, pitched his 
tent toward Sodom, and lost his sa- 
cred honor, his family, and all his 
possessions. Samson gambled for plea- 
sure in the home of Delilah and found 
himself deprived of both strength and 
God. King Saul gambled for a few 
Amalekitish sheep and oxen, lost his 
throne and kingdom and was discov- 
ered a bloody corpse on an alien bat- 
tlefield. The roll call could go on and 
on. The cares of this world and the 
deceitfulness of riches have lured too 
many to disaster in sin’s awful gam- 
ing house. Dives played there, a rich 
foolish farmer, a young ruler, Judas, 
Pilate, Demas, Agrippa, and ad infini- 
tum. These all gambled and lost! 

The text that heads this article 
comes from the lips of a gambling 
man, “When I have a convenient sea- 
son, I will call for thee.” Felix, for the 
sake of a vile woman and a high- 
ranking office, gambled with his soul 
that day. In this he was not alone. 
The greatest gambling racket in Ame- 
rica is not necessarily being staged in 
the gambling halls of the land, and 
certainly does not attract the eye of 
the law. It is taking place in offices, 
schools, homes, and even churches! It 
happens whenever and wherever men 
wager for continued opportunity and 
additional time. It happens when any 
man puts off the all-important mat- 
ter of personal salvation through re- 
pentance toward God and faith in 
Jesus Christ! 


° The Gambling Racket 


Mortal man does not realize that 
God’s great clock does not wait for 
procrastinators, sluggards, stragglers. 
Time keeps running out for deathless 
souls being weighed in eternity’s bal- 
ances. Judgment always strikes sooner 
than you think. There is not a man 
in hell who expected to be there. Men 
are in hell because the unexpected 
happened! No one expects to die un- 
saved, to enter into eternity without 
proper preparation to stand before 
God. We are numbed to approaching 
disaster, oblivious to impending doom! 


God established His great hourglass 
on the sill of heaven and told Noah to 
call his age to repentance. Some em- 
bellish their evangelistic sermons by 
declaring that the people scoffed and 
scorned the righteous man of God. 
I doubt such to be the case. The Bible 
does not so teach. I have no doubt 
they were silenced by the godly life of 
this arkbuilder, appalled by his pas- 
sion, deeply stirred by his message! 
But they took a chance! They waited! 
They gambled! And at last amid the 
blinding lightning and deafening 
thunder they perished! 


Time ran out for the deluvians. 
Time ran out for Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Time ran out for Belshazzar and 
his hosts. Hear the impassioned cry 
of the Saviour from the Mount of 
Olives as He looked down upon a cal- 
loused and indifferent nation. “O Je- 
rusalem, Jerusalem! Time is running 
out! The curtain is about to fall!” 
No wonder Jesus wept! No won- 
der He weeps today! The destruction 
wrought by Titus’ armies upon the 
city of the Jews is the same judg- 
ment that will come swiftly upon any 
nation that will not own the truth and 
make room for God! 


It is time to stop gambling and go 
to our knees to settle the mighty 
issues of our sins and God’s salvation! 
The consequences of neglect and delay 
are too momentous to treat lightly. 
The accounting may come sooner and 
the judgment be closer than we think.

For a number of years Mr. Krogstad 
has served as a district presbyter of 
the Assemblies of God. His keen in- 
sight and burden for the work of God 
have earned for him a large place 
among his fellows. 

As a speaker he possesses a pleasant 
and rapid delivery. He is frequently 
in demand as a convention and camp 
meeting speaker. 








Dr. Harold W. Jefferies 


Dr. Jefferies, pastor of the Portland, 
Oregon, Foursquare Church, has been 
one of the most outstanding ministers 
of the Pentecostal Movement and has 
been wonderfully used of God as a 
leader of the Foursquare organization. 
Dr. Jefferies now serves as a member 
of the Missionary Cabinet for the In- 
ternational Church of the Foursquare 
Gospel and for many years was the 
Supervisor of the Northwest District, 
including five states and Western 
Canada. He resigned his district work 
two years ago, that he might give 
himself more fully to his pastoral 
ministry. Dr. Jefferies has been the 
pastor of this church for twenty-three 
years and has seen the church grow 
from a following of forty to a mem- 
bership of over 2,500. Their Sunday 
School is the largest in the State of 
Oregon. 

One of the features of Dr. Jefferies’ 
work in Portland has been an exten- 
sive radio ministry. Besides broadcast- 
ing the Sunday morning service, he 
also conducts a network broadcast, 
the “Voice of Faith,” which reaches 
a far-flung area. 


Last year Dr. Jefferies was appoint- 
ed as a member of the first mission- 
ary gospel team to be sent out by the 
Foursquare Church as a new mission- 
ary project. As a result of the work of 
this team in the Phillipines, China, 
Formosa, and Japan over 11,000 souls 
were won to Christ and the way was 
paved for the establishing of addition- 
al missionary stations. God has 
blessed Dr. Jefferies with a rich min- 
istry of Bible teaching and the price- 
less ability to win souls, evidenced by 
the fact that in one year 750 were 
won to the Lord in his Portland 
Church. 





Luther Gibson 


The Reverend Luther Gibson was 
ordained as a minister of the Church 
of God Mountain Assembly in 1936. 
He did evangelistic work until 1939, 
when he accepted his first pastorate 
in Henderson Grove, Kentucky. He 
served two other Kentucky churches 
as pastor, and built a new church in 
Kenvir in 1940. Then he was called to 
pastor the headquarters church in 
Jellico, Tennessee. He was there six 
years, during which time he was in- 
strumental in building of a new taber- 
nacle there. 

In 1947 he was elected General 
Overseer of the Church of God Moun- 
tain Assembly, the youngest man ever 
to hold that position. During his three 
years’ tenure he preached in every 
church in the organization. 

He is now pastor of the church in 
Sidney, Ohio, a member of the Mis- 
sion Board, state overseer for the 
Church of God Mountain Assembly in 
Ohio, and a member of the General

This first step 
we must take, and then if, after tak- 
ing it, we could only learn to leave all 
the rest of every problem, every burd- 
en, with the Lord, how at peace our 
hearts would be! 

If, for instance, our necessary physi- 
cal work seems tco much for us at 
times, we should be able to claim the 
promise in our first verse, and really 
believe that He will sustain us, give 
us strength, uphold us. “They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength” is another blessed promise 
for such time. New strength! We can 
say, “Dear Lord, I am trusting Thee 
for every bit of strength I need for 
these tasks,” and then go on our way 
with joy, knowing that the strength 
is ours. I think sometimes we would 
actually have more strength if we had

Our mental burdens weigh us down 
sometimes—our seeming insoluble 
problems, our concern about what is 
to happen to our loved ones, to our- 
selves, now and in the future. Can we 
roll these upon the Lord and trust 
Him to work out everything for good? 

Then there are our spiritual burd- 
ens—burdens for the welfare of the 
souls of those dear to us; the salvation 
of those in foreign lands; our concern 
for the advancement and good of our 
church; and our own longing to be 
more like the Master. Can we roll 
these burdens upon Jehovah, trust 
Him, and know that He works? The 
verse says, “He worketh’”—present 
tense. Not at some future time, but 
now, right now, He starts accomplish- 
ing what we trust Him to do. 

Perhaps we need to see more clearly 
who it is that will bear all our burdens. 
The Bible says He is the One who is 
high and lifted up, the inhabiter of 
eternity, the One who created the 
worlds and keeps them in their places, 
the One who has all power. Surely 
He is able for our small loads, hcwever 
great they may seem to us. 

Most heartening of all is His reason 
for wanting to take such care of us. 
It is because He cares for us. ‘“Cast- 
ing all your care upon Him; for he 
careth for you,” loves you, is deeply 
concerned about the very problem 
that is troubling you at this moment. 
Yes, He is saying to us: “Won’t you 
let Me take over all your burdens, your 
cares, your troubles, and see what a 
difference it will make in your lives?”

The Blessedness of 


Sins Forgiven

“Blessed is he whose transgression is 
forgiven, whose sin is covered” (Ps. 
32:1). 

There is a right and a wrong way 
of covering sin—God’s way and man’s 
way. God’s way is right; man’s way 
is entirely wrcng. Close to 6,000 years 
ago, in the garden of Eden, man’s way 
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was introduced by Adam, and al- 
though its awful results have stood 
in black and white all these ages, yet, 
up to the present day, there seems to 
be a struggling for a covering for sin. 
Do not mistake yourself by looking 
down into the slums, thinking you will 
find all the cover seekers there. Ah, 


no, far from it. If the curtains were 
rolled back, and we could look upon 
the stage of the secular world, and see 
the performances as God sees them, 
we would shudder with horror, but by 
some means or other it is all covered 
over. 


There is another scene to which we 
shall simply call attention, which is 
even far sadder than the one already 
mentioned, although its actual condi- 
tion is screened from the human eye. 
It is the daily performance upon the 
stage of the religious realm. Here in 
the mad rush and grapple for a cov- 
ering for sin, one feeble soul after 
another is trampled under foot and 
condemned. Oh, the bitter remorse 
and anguish of heart that those will 
realize on that day when before God 
they will stand naked as it were, for 
then will they, indeed, find the bed 
too short and the covering too nar- 
row (Is. 28:20). “Blessed is he 
whcse sins is covered.” God will cover 
sin for only a certain class of people, 
viz., those like David who humbly 
acknowledge their guilt before Him, 
instead of trying to cover their sins. 
“Thou wilt cast all their sins into the 
depths of the sea” (Mic. 7:4-19). 

It is said there are parts of the 
sea whose depths have never been 
fathomed; undoubtedly God meant 
that part. Do you not think so? Dr. 
Gordon of Boston preaching on this 
text one time forgot to put in “the 
derths.” When he got home, his little 
boy, four years old, spoke up and said: 
“Father, why didn’t you tell the people 
that sins were heavy like lead, and 
sank out of sight in the water? They 
might think they were like corks, 
floating around on top where they 
could be seen.” Do not forget to put 
in “the depths”; it is of great im- 
portance. Surely the devil cannot 
bring them up from there. 

Again, God says He has removed 
our transgressions from us as far as 
the east is from the west. Now just 
how far that is, I do not know. Do 
you? According to astronomy, light 
travels at the rate of 188,000 miles a 
second, and the light of some planets 
has been traveling for nearly 6,000 
years and has not reached here yet, 
so the distance from east to west must 
be pretty far. Can you comprehend? 
Think of it! Is it not wonderful- “Bles- 
sed is he... whose sin is covered.” Do 
not try any longer to cover your sins. 
“He that covereth his sins shall not

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Blessed Are the Meek 


W. H. McCutcheon 


The meek are peculiarly the people 
of God. They are gentle, kind, long- 
suffering, mild-tempered, of few 
words, and patient under all circum- 
stances. They can take it when op- 
posed, knowing that their sufficiency 
is of God and not of themselves. This 
is the spirit and essence of all spiri- 
tual obtainment and _ worthwhile 
achievements in one’s reach after God. 


The Lord offers many and varied 
promises of reward to the meek in 
this present life. “The meek shall in- 
herit the earth, and shall delight 
themselves in the abundance of peace” 
(Ps. 37:11). Peace, that attribute, that 
distinctive character of God, which is 
ever quiet, composed, tranquil, unper- 
turbed, is God’s promise in abundance 
and delight to the meek now, with 
the definite assurance that they shall 
inherit the earth. To many of God’s 
people, who, like Paul, “have no cer- 
tain dwellingplace” (I Cor. 4:11), this 
promise, that they shall inherit the 
earth, is further insured in I Peter: 
“To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, 
reserved in heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time” (1:4, 5). 

Pardon me, but that expression “re- 
served in heaven for you” intimates 
that heaven will be a most desirable 
place to live with all its activities 
planned and provisioned for a de- 
lightful, agreeable and heart-satisfy- 
ing eternity of constant progress and 
advance in the knowledge and pos- 
session of “the things which God hath 
prepared for them who love him” 
(I Cor. 2:9; Is. 64:4). 

Cheer up, children, we have not yet 
fully learned the first three letters of 
God’s alphabet. We have a long way 
yet to go, but we are in and on the 
way. Hallelujah! Are you tempted to 
be impatient? Does the enemy at 
times try you even as he did Jesus? 
Remember, Jesus overcame “by the 
Word.” Every temptation He met with 
a “Thus saith the Lord.” John, in 
Revelation, writes, “And they over- 
came him (that old serpent called 
the devil and Satan) by the blood 
of the Lamb, and by the word of 
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their testimony; and they loved not 
their lives unto the death” (Rev. 
12:11). We need a guide, a teacher, 
one who knows the way and who can 
direct our steps. And His promise is, 
“The meek will he guide in judgment: 
and the meek shall he teach his way” 
(Ps. 25:9). 

The most beautiful people on earth 
are the meek; they are the delight 
of the Lord; they are His pleasure: 
“Thou hast created all things, and 
for thy pleasure they are and were 
created” (Rev. 4:11). This, coupled 
with Psalm 149:4, gives to us a reve- 
lation of God’s delight and pleasure 
in His people. “The Lord taketh plea- 
sure in his people: he will beautify 
the meek with salvation” (Ps. 149:4). 
We get our pleasure, our delight, in 
Him. May He who doth beautify the 
meek with salvation take His pleasure, 
His delight, in us. Peter speaks of the 
adorning which delights the heart of 
God: “While they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with fear (godly 
reverence), whose adorning let it not 
be that outward adorning of plait- 
ing the hair, and wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel; “but let 
it be the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corruptible, even 
the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God 
of great price” (I Peter 3:2-4). There 
is nothing in all the world so beautiful 
as the meek whom God beautifies 
with salvation. Meekness is the divine 
cause metios which gives glow and 
radiance, and beauty and charm to 
Christian character, emitting from 
the inner man, Christ in you, the 
joys and delights of the renewed 
heart, and mind, and spirit. 

Was the meekness of Moses the 
cause of his shining face, which he 
had to veil when he came from the 
presence of God to communicate His 
message to the people? Compare Ex- 
odus 34:33-35 with Numbers 12:3: 
“Now the man Moses was very meek, 
above all the men which were upon 
the earth.” While it is true that meek- 
ness is an attribute of Jesus Christ 
(Matt. 11:29) and is “a fruit of the 
Spirit” (Gal. 5:23), yet Zephaniah 
speaks of seeking meekness. Speaking 


of the time of the coming of the Lord, 
Zephaniah admonishes, “Seek ye the 


Lord, all ye meek of the earth, which ; 


have wrought his judgment, seek 
righteousness, seek meekness, it may 
be ye shall be hid in the day of the 
Lord’s anger” (Zeph. 2:2, 3). 

While it is true as recorded, “By 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God: not of works lest any man 
should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9), yet James 
writes, “Faith, if it hath not works 
is dead, being alone” (James 2:17). 
Romans 12:2 reminds us, it is “by 
the renewing of your mind (that you 
are transformed), that ye may prove 
what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God.” Abraham 
believed God and his faith was made 
perfect in the offering up of his son, 
Isaac, upon the altar. Abraham’s faith 
believed God, and the offering up of 
his son sealed his faith that God’s 
Word was true. Living faith is ever 
active, reaching out and possessing 
the will and mind of God as its very 
own. We need a faith like Jeremiah 
29:13, “Ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart.” There is a cause for 
every condition in life, even for the 
unceasing possession of the peace of 
God. Isaiah says, “Thou wilt keep him 
in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed 
on thee: because he trusteth in thee” 
(Is. 26:3). 

Paul wrote the Galatian Church, 


“Brethren, if a man be overtaken in. 


a fault, ye which are spiritual, re- 
store such an one in the spirit of 
meekness; considering thyself, ‘lest 
thou also be tempted” (Gal. 6:1). Not 
everyone is gifted in the matter of 
correcting another. That requires the 
meekness and grace of a merciful spir- 
it. It is not enough for one to know 
how your brother should deport him- 
self. It is imperative that one should, 
himself, live as he expects others, else 
he find himself under the judgment 
of Romans 2:1. God says in such cases, 
“Thou condemnest thyself; for thou 
that judgest doest the same things.” 
To restore thy brother it is the spirit 
of meekness that appeals to him as 
you seek to guide him even as by 
the Holy Ghost, who, John 16:13 says, 
“He will guide you into all truth.” 

The Christian walk is a course, a 
progress of advance. Certainly the 
babe in Christ has to learn. Jesus said, 
“Take my yoke upon you, and learn 
of me; for I am meek and lowly in 
heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls” (Matt. 11:29). Ephesians 
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4:1-3 adds, “Walk worthy of the vo- 
cation wherewith ye are called, with 
ll lowliness and meekness, with long- 
suffering, forbearing one another in 
love; endeavoring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace.” 
The Christian life is a continual pro- 
gress from the time of one’s spiritual 
birth until one is rid of this earthy 
body. When Jesus comes and we re- 
ceive our new body, like unto His glo- 
rious body, then will our eye see, and 
our ear hear, and our heart under- 
stand the things which God hath pre- 
pared (but not yet revealed) for them 
who love Him. Then will Isaiah 64:4 
and I Corinthians 2:9 be unveiled, 
and “shall I know even as I am 
known” (I Cor. 13:12). May we quote 
Isaiah 64:4: “For since the beginning 
of the world men have not heard, 
nor perceived by the ear, neither hath 
the eye seen, O God, beside thee, what 
he hath prepared for him that wait- 
eth for him.” Also, I Corinthians 2:9: 
“As it is written, Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love him.” In the light of these 
two scriptures we can now grasp 
something of what Paul meant when 
he wrote, “(He) was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful (not 
possible, marg.) for a man to utter” 
(2 Cor. 12:4). 


While God knows all languages, and 
can speak to every man in his native 
tongue, yet it is apparent that heaven 
has a language which Paul could not 
translate into an earth tongue. But 
this will not always be so. Revelation 
21:5 says, “Behold, I make all things 
new,” even “a new heaven and a new 
earth” (Rev. 21:1; 2 Peter 3:13; Is. 
65:17; 66:22). Even on the earth God 
says, “I will turn to the people a pure 
language (a pure lip, marg.),” (Zeph. 
3:9). What a blessing that will be, 
a pure language which can utter only 
pure words. Lord, hasten the day! I 
say, Amen. 


Besides this, God has promised His 


own a new body, “Fashioned like unto 
his glorious body” (Phil. 3:21). Then 
will the secrets of heaven be unveiled, 
and we shall know even as we are 
known, “and we shall see him as he 
is’ (I John 3:2). The Christian life 
is one grand march along the high- 
way of holiness, as Paul teaches in 
Ephesians 4:15, that we “may grow 
up into him in all things, which is 
the head, even Christ.” And as he 
further teaches in Colossians 3:12, 13, 
“Put on therefore, as the elect of God, 
holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, 
kindness, humbleness of mind, meek- 
ness, longsuffering; forbearing one 
another, forgiving one another, if any 
man have a quarrel against any: even 
as Christ forgave you, so also do ye.” 

And the end is not yet. Praise the 
Lord! It is as the waters which issued 
from the south side of the altar re- 
corded in Ezekiel 47:1-5. The further 
the prophet followed the course of the 
waters the broader and deeper be- 
came the stream, until “it was a river 
that I could not pass over: for the 
waters were risen, waters to swim in, 
a river that could not be passed over.” 

Listen to Paul’s incomparable de- 
claration of the love of Christ: “That 
Christ may dwell in your hearts by 
faith; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love, may be able to com- 
prehend with all saints what is the 
breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height; and to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that we 
might be filled with all the fullness 
of God. Now unto him that is able 
to do exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according to 
the power that worketh in us, unto 
him be glory in the church by Christ 
Jesus throughout all ages, world with- 
out end. Amen.” 


In God’s Book, the Holy Bible, He 
hath charted for every man the course 
which He would have every man walk. 
“Blessvd are the meek: for they shall 
inherit the earth” (Matt. 5:5; Ps. 
37:11). Have patience, children, the 
best is just ahead, when we shall see 
His face—From GOSPEL HERALD.
